Philadelphia, Jan. 28.—Two suits for 
damages aggreffating almc^st $2,000,000 
urere brought against the Pennsylva- 
niu 
Railroad company In the United 
States circuit court by the Pennsyl- 
taola Coal and Coke company and the 
Webster Coal and Coke company, lo- 
cated In BlaJr, Cambria and Indiana 
«aunties of Pennsylvania. The former 
•eeks to recover $420,174.24 and tUe 
latter t l 483,838. 


The suits are based on allegad dis- 
oriroinatlon and favoritism shown to 
competing companieg by the di^fend- 
afit, and tho refusal and neglebt to 
furnish suftjclent cars to transport the 
output of coal and coke of the plain- 
tiffs, and the failure to allow the plain* 
tiffs certain rebates that were made to 
others.

Firing On Troops In Warsaw, 


London, Jan. SI.—The correspondent 
at Warsaw of the Daily Mali tele- 
graphs as fdllows: 


"The street railway service here hai 
been 
partly resumed, with soldiers 
riding before and behind most of the 
cars. Few cabs are running. 
Street 
fighting 
continues, and the 
mob Is 
growing in dangerous fashion. There 
have been frequent collisions between 
the people and soldiers. Revolution- 
ists attacked the troops with revolvers 
and knives. The principal disturbances 
occurred in Noviswia-t street, a lead- 
ing business thoroughfare. 


"At n o'clock Sunday night a regi- 
ment of infantry marched to this thor- 
oughfare from Smolna street, when 
somebody fired on them, whereupon 
the troops were ordered to form a 
square and fire from four sides. 


"In the Wola district a mob of des-

and 
hungry woman tried to 
thrust soldiers' bayonets aside to get 
at a bakery. The guard proved good

FEAR ANTI-RUSSIAN OUTBREAK 


Casualties 15|OO0. 
Tokio, Jan. 31.—The caBualtles dur- 
ing the fighting at Chenchiehpio and 
Heiltoutai are estimated at 5000 on 
the side of the Japanese and 10,000 
on the Russian side. 


Telegraphic advices 
received 
here 
from the Japanese Manchurian head- 
quarters say: 


"Our detachment occupied Liutlako 
Saturday and was twice counter-at- 
tacked by a superior force of tho en- 
emy that night We entirely repulsed 
the eni^my. 


"Our other detachment at dawn Sun- 
day attacked the enemy in the neigh- 
borhood of Feitssaihouu^ about two 
miles north of Heikoutal, and occupied 
the position. The enemy fiercely coun- 
ter-attacked our force which assuiled 
Heikoutai last night, but waa repulsed 
entirely. 
Sunday our force occupied 
the neighborhood of Heikoutal. 


"The enemy In the direction of Liu- 
tiako and Heikoutal haa entirely re- 
treated to the right bank of i.hd Hun 
riven Our force is now pursuing ihem. 


"In the direction of Chenchlehpao 
and LIkaJentan the enemy made sev- 
eral attacks Saturday night, but were 
repulsed. Tho enemy attacking thew 
points belonged to the 
Eighth and 
Tenth Corps. 


"In the direction of Heikoutal the 
enemy is composed of the first and 
mixed corps of infantry, together with 
a cavalry division under General Mist- 
chenko.

London Newspapers Condemn Contin' 
ued Acts of Hostility to England. 
London, Jan, 31.—Reports of con- 
tinued acts of hostility to Great Bri- 
tain and citizens of this country in 
Russia are causing considerable per- 
plexity and anxiety In official circles 
In London. At the foreign oflico there 
Is evident apprehension of 
another 
popular 
anti-Russian outburst hero, 
and while diplomats say there Is no 
doubt that full satisfaction will be 
given for the Warsaw affair, the news- 
papers are unanimous in condemna- 
tion of Russia and attribute all inci- 
dents to anti-British sentiment. 
At 
tlie foreign office It was Intimated that 
these accumulative evidences of hos- 
tility, 
whether 
accidental or Inten- 
tional, ar^ causing much 
apprehen- 
Bion, and that it will bo necessary for 
the Russian government to give full 
and prompt explanation, or otherwise 
popular sentiment In tho United King- 
dom might create a serious situation. 
Jt was pointed out that while the in- 
jured pro-consul at Warsaw, Mucu- 
kaln, Is merely an interpreter and na- 
tive clerk In the consulate, that fact 
made n« difference, and that it would 
be necessary to prove that the affair 
was not tho result of the publication 
of the objectionable notices concern- 
ing which Ambassador Hardinge al- 
ready haa protested officially.

Wllkesbarre, Pa., Jan. 30.—Rev. J, 
Curran, of this city, and the United 
Mine Workers' delegates, who called 
on President Roosevelt last week, re- 
turned to their homes.

When President Roosevelt arose ta 
make his address he was greeted with 
long-continued applause. He said in 
part: 


This club WAS founded to uphold the 
hànds of Al-aham Lincoln when ho s^ood 
a« the great loader In the BtruRKia for 
union and liberty. 
The princlplen which 
Lincoln applied to the solution of the 
problema of his day aro those which wc 
mlist apply If we expect successfully to 
solve the different problems of our own 
diiy—problema which nre so largely In- 
dustrial. 
Unquestionably the great de- 
velopment of industrialism means that 
there must bo an Increase In the «uper- 
vislon exercised by the government over 
business 
enterprises. 
This supervision 
should not take the form of violent and 
ill-advised 
Interference; 
and assuredly 
there is danger lest it take such form If 
the business leaders of the business com- 
munity confine themselves to trying to 
thwart the effort at regulation instead of 
guiding it aright. 


Neither this people nor any other free 
people v,'in permanently tolerate the use 
of the vast power conferred by vast 
wealth, and especially by wealth In It« 
corporate form, without lodging come* 
'ivhere in the government the still higher 
power of aoein» that this power, In addi- 
tion to being used in the interest of the 
Individual or individualB possessing it. la 
also used for and ^not against the Inter- 
ests of the ptiople as a whole. Our pecul-r 
lar form ojf government, a government In 
which tho nation is supremo throughout 
the union in certain respects, while oa<!h 
of nearly half a hundred states is su- 
premo In Its part of the union in certain 
other respects, renders the task of deal- 
ing with these conditions especially diffl- 
cuit. 
No finaJly satisfactory result can 
be expected from merely stato act/on. 
The action must come through the fed- 
oral government. 
The business of the 
country is now carried on in a way of 
wMifch the founders of our constitution 
could by no possibility have had any Idea. 


All great business concerns are engag- 
ed in interstate commerce and It Wiia be- 
yond Question the Intention of the tound- 
crs of our government that 
interstate 
commerce In all its branches and a^pectn 
should be under national and not .^tate 
control. If the courts decide that this in- 
tention wua not carried out and made ef- 
fective in the constitution 
as It now 
stands, then in the end the constitution, 
If not construed differently, will have to 
bo amended no that the original undoubt- 
ed Intention may be made effective. But 
a constltutSonai amendment Is only to be 
used as a lost resort, if every effort of 
legislation and administration »hail have 
been proved inadequate. 


The railroad, which was utterly un- 
known when our government was formed 
and when the great principles of our 
jurisprudence weré laid doAvn. has now 
become almost everywhere the most im- 
portant and only form of highway for 
commerce. 
The man who controls lis 
use cannot be permitted to control It in 
his own interest alone. 
It is not only 
just but it Is in the Interest of the public 
that this man should receive ample pay- 
ment for the business capacity whkh en-- 
iibles him to benellt himself while bene* 
fiting the public; but in return ho must 
himself recognize hits- duty to tho public, 
lie will not and canhot do this If our 
law« arc so defedi/cf that in tho bharp 
competition of the buarintiSB world the 
conacientloxig man is put at a dUiidvan- 
tage by his less scrupulous fellows. It ia 
In the IntercHt of th« conscientious and 
public spirited railwity m a n ' t h a t 
there 
should be such governmental ifupcrvlslon 
• of the railway tralflc oi the country ai 
to re<]ulre irom his 1«S3 scrupulous com- 
petlt4;rs and from unncrupulous big ship- 
per« as well, that heffd to tho public wel- 
fare which he himself would willingly 
«Ive, and which iy crt vital con««guenc« 
to the «mail shippen 
livery important 
railroad ife engaged in interstate com- 
merce. 
Therefore, tftrU control over th® 
railroads muEt comi» through tba na- 
tional governnjent. 


The control must be exerclBed by some 
governmental trlbuncl, and it must b« 
real and eftective. 


The details must te«t with the law- 
makers of the two houses of congress; 
but about tho principle there can J>« no 
doubt. Hasty or vindictive action vould 
merely work damage; but In t«mperate, 
resolute fashion, tii«;re must be ioO^ed in 
»QttiQ tribunal the jsewer over rate» and 
especially, over reOiates—whether jtecured 
by ineann of privsito cars, of 
private 
tracks, lit- the form of damages <$r com- 
missions. < or in any other majiner — 
which wiK protect alike the rallro-^d and 
the shipxjer. and put the big bhlpper and 
the little shipper on an equal tooting.

Philadelphia, Jan. 28.—Two suits for 
<!amageB aggregating alm<>st $2,000.000 
were brought against the Pennsylva* 
«la Railroad company in tbe United 
States circuit court by tbe Pennsyl 
T u la Coal and Coke company and tbe 
Webster Coal and Coke company, lo­ 
cated In Blair, Cambria and Indiana 
«ountles of Pennsylvania. Tbe former 
•ceka to recover $420,174.24 and tbe 
latter tl.483,838. 
Tbe suits are based on alleged dis­ 
crimination and favoritism shown to 
competing companies by the d<3fend* 
mat, and the refusal and neglect to 
fDrnlsb sufliclent cars to transport the 
output of coal and coke of the plain* 
tlits, and tbe failure to allow the plain* 
tiffs certain rebates that were made to 
others. 
Tbe suits are brought under the in* 
ter-state commerce act. 
The state­ 
ments set out that the railroad com­ 
pany arbitrarily assumed the right to 
estimate and to determine tbe capacity 
to produce coal from the mines of tbe 
plaintiff companies. From this estl* 
mate was fixed the number of cars 
necessary to carry the coal from tho 
mines. 
The 
actual capacity of tbe 
mines, it is alleged, was far greater 
than that estimated by the defendant 
A demand was made for more cars, 
but the railroad company. It is averred,

there came Lieutenant General &ak- 
baroff’s 
ofllclal

Russians had been compelled to retire 
from Sandepas on account ot their ln<- 
ability to carry a redoubt. It is also 
significant that dispatches from Rus- 
Glatt correepondents at the front have 
again suddenly ceased, which is re* 
gard)!d as an indication of the failure 
of the operation and strengthens» the 
first impression that it was a demon­ 
stration undertaJten to distract tbe 
people at home from the present ôltua* 
tIon. In the fighting at Sandepas the 
Russians lost 45 offlcers and 1000 men. 
A telegram from Huan mountain 
states that General Mistchenko has 
been wounded in the leg. 
Lieutenant General Sakharoff’s re­ 
port is as follows: 
“On January 26 the enemy bftgan to 
concentrate In considerable force near 
Sandepas, Intending to take the offen­ 
sive. On January 27 our column on the 
extreme left took the offensive against 
the villages of Sumapu and Paotsia, 
south of Sandepas, which were occu­ 
pied by the enemy. During the whole 
of January 27 an obstinate fight was 
going on there, and after midnight we 
took Sumapu. 
"On January 26 another column ad­ 
vancing upon Sandepas occupied in the 
evening a greater part of that fortified 
village; but, coming upon a strong re­ 
doubt with a triple row of artificial 
obstacles, which 
has been 
soarcely 
damaged by our fire, which was a’-med 
with field artillery and quic!c*firers 
and S3ein£ tbe Impossibility of carry­ 
ing thé redoubt without » preliminary’ 
bombardment, our troops left Sande­ 
pas, which had been set on fire, it be­ 
ing Impossible to remain there with­ 
out risking defeat. 
“On January 27 and 28 Sandepas and 
its redoubt were heavily bombarded, 
while our extreme column 
engaged 
near 
Samapu and Paotsia. 
Details 
have not been received. 
"On January 26-27 our cavalry, op 
erating six miles south of Sandepas, 
attacked 
and 
defeated a Japanese 
company and took 100 prisoners. 
"Altogether the Japanese muse have 
suffered considerable loss."

Toklo, Jan. 31.-*-The casualties dur­ 
ing the fighting at Chenchiehplo and 
Heikoutal ore estimated at 5000 on 
the side of the Japanese and 10,000 
on the Russian side.

Firing On Troops In Warsaw. 
London, Jan. 81.—The correspondent 
at Warsaw of the Daily Mail tele* 
graphs as follows: 
“The street railway service here hat 
been 
partly resumed, with soldiers 
riding ijefore and behind most of the 
cars. Few cabs are running. 
Street 
fighting continues, and the mob is 
growing in dangerous fashion. There 
have been frequent collisions between 
the people and soldiers. Revolution­ 
ists attacked the troops with revolvers 
and knives. The principal disturbances 
occurred in Noviswiat street, a lead­ 
ing business thoroughfare. 
"At 11 o’clock Sunday night a regi­ 
ment of Infantry marched to this thor­ 
oughfare from Smolna street, when 
somebody fired on them, whereupon 
the troops were ordered to form a 
square and fire from four sides. 
“In the Wola district a mob of des­ 
perate and 
hungry women tried to 
thrust soldiers’ bayonets aside to get 
at a bakery. The guard proved good 
natured 
and 
avoided 
hurting the 
women. I am accustomed to the sight 
of misery, but the haggard, starving 
wretchedness of thes^ 
women will 
haunt me to my dying day. 
“The situation on the whole has not' 
Improved. The rioters avoid open con­ 
flict, but seize every opportunity to 
wreak sly vengeance on the troops. 
Many people are afraid to venture In­ 
to the streets, but young women of 
the lower and middle classes court 
danger in the 
worst 
disturbances 
merely for the love of excitement 
Food 
is 
almost unprocurable, and 
bread is at famine prices. The ambu­ 
lances are busy day and night 
“Go<l help Warsaw!” 


FEAR ANTI*RUSSIAN OUTBREAK 


London Newspapers Condemn Contin* 
ued Acts of IHostlllty to England. 
London, Jan. 31.—Reix)rts of con­ 
tinued acts of hostility to Great Brl* 
tain and citizens of this country in 
Russia are causing considerable per­ 
plexity and anxiety in official circles 
In London. At the foreign office there 
is evident apprehension of another 
popular 
anti-Russian outburst hero, 
and while diplomats say there is no 
doubt that full satisfaction will be 
given for the Warsaw affair, the news­ 
papers are unanimous In condemna­ 
tion of Russia and attribute all Inci­ 
dents to anti-British sentiment. 
At 
tlie foreign ofiice it was Intimated that 
these accumulative evidences of hos­ 
tility, 
whether 
accidental or Inten­ 
tional, ar^ causing much 
apprehen­ 
sion, and that it will bo necessary for 
the Russian government to give full 
and prompt explanation, or otherwise 
popular sentiment in the United King­ 
dom might create a serious situation. 
Jt was pointed out that while tbe In­ 
jured pro-consul at Warsaw, Mucu- 
kaln. Is merely an Interpreter and na­ 
tive clerk in the consulate, that fact 
made n® difference, and that It would 
be necessary to prove that the affair 
was not the result of the publication 
of the objectionable notices concern­ 
ing which Ambassador Hardinge al* 
ready lias protested officially.

President E* T. Stotesbury, of the Un^ 
Ion League, on his right, and United 
States Senator Penroso on hit left. 
Seated at tbe same table w^re former 
Postmaster General CharliMi Bmory 
Smith, 
Congi^ssman Bingham, Sur- 
geon General Rixey, Majoi' Gtneral 
Frederick D. Grant, Lieutenant Gen­ 
eral S. B. M. Young, Governor Lea, 
of Delaware; Governor Stokes, of New 
Jersey, and Mayor Wearer, of this city. 
When President Roosevelt arose to 
make his address he wajs greeted with 
long-continued applause. He said in 
part: 
I'hls club WAS founded to uphold the 
hands of Al^aham Lincoln when ho s^ood 
a« the great leader In the BtruRgia for 
union and liberty. The principles which 
Lincoln applied to the solution of the 
problems of his day are those which we 
mliBt apply if we oxpoct successfully to 
solve the dHTerent problems of our own 
day—-problems which are so largely In- 
dustrial. 
Unquestionably the great de­ 
velopment of industrialism means that 
there must be an increase In the super­ 
vision oxerclsed by the government over 
business 
enterprises. 
This supervision 
should not take the form of violent and 
ilNadvised 
interference; 
and assuredly 
there is danger lest it take such form If 
the business leaders of the business com- 
muhlty confine themselves to trying to 
thwart the efPort at regulation Instead of 
guiding it aright. 
Neither this people nor any other free 
people v/lll permanently tolerate the use 
of the vast power conferred by vast 
wealth, and especially by wealth In its 
corporate form, without lodging come* 
•ivhere in tho government the still higher 
power of sooInK' that this powef, In addi­ 
tion to being used In the interest of the 
Individual or individuals possessing it, la 
also used for and ^not against the Inter­ 
ests of the ptiople as a whole. Our peculn 
lar form of trovornment, a government In 
which the nation is supreme throughout 
the union in certain respects, while ca<!h 
of nearly half a hundred states Is su­ 
preme In Its part of the union in certain 
other respects, renders the task of deal­ 
ing with those conditions especially diffi­ 
cult. 
No ilnaJly satisfactory result can 
be expoctod from merely state act/on. 
The action must come throujih the fed­ 
eral government. 
The business of the 
country is now carried on In a way of 
wMifch the founders of our constitution 
could by no possibility have had any Idea. 
All great business concerns are engag­ 
ed in Inter.state commerce and It was be­ 
yond question the Intention of the iound- 
crs of our ifovornmont that Interstate 
commerce in all Its branches and ubpecta 
should be under national and not .*?tate 
control. If the courts decide that this in­ 
tention was not carried out and made ef- 
fwtlve In the constitution 
as it now 
stands, then in the end tho constitution, 
If not construed differently, will have to 
be amended so that the original undoubt­ 
ed Intention may be mode effective. But 
a constitutional amendment Is only to be 
used as a lost resort. If every effort of 
legislation and administration shall have 
been proved Inadequate. 
The railroad, which was utterly un­ 
known when our government w^as formed 
and when the great principles of our 
jurisprudence were laid down, has now 
become almost everywhere the most im­ 
portant and only ferm of highway for 
commerce. 
The man who controls Us 
use cannot be permitted to control It in 
his own interest alone. 
It Is not only 
Just but it is In the interest of the public 
that this man should receive ample pay­ 
ment for the business capacity which en*^ 
ables him to benellt himself while bene« 
filing tho public; but In return ho must 
himself recognize hlii' duty to tho public* 
He will not and canhot do tills If our 
law» arc so defecti/e? that in tho sharp 
competition of the Uuiirlness world the 
conftclentlous man is put at a didadvan- 
tag« by his less scrupulous fellows. It is 
In the interest of th« conscientious and 
public spirited rallwitlr m a n ‘that there 
«hould be such governmental supervision 
o t the railway tralflc oi the country as 
to rt^quire from his l«ss scrupulous com­ 
petitors and from unticrupulous big ship- 
per« as well, that h^ffd to tho public wel­ 
fare which he himself would willingly 
and which Jp of vital consisijuenc« 
to the «mall shipper* 
Jivery important 
railroad tis engaged in interstate com­ 
merce. 
Therefore, tiftfls control over the 
railroads must comit through tbe na­ 
tional government. 
The control must be exercised by some 
governmental tribuncl, and it must b# 
real and eftoctive. 
The details must test with the law­ 
makers of the two houses of congress; 
but about tho principle there can l>e no 
doubt. Hasty or vindictive action vould 
merely work damage; but in tumperate, 
resolute fashion, tUefe must be lodged in 
some tribunal the j>ewer over rates and 
especially, over reoa/les—whether itecured 
by ineann of priV£i<to cars, of private 
tracks, izt' the form o f damages «r com- 
missions. < or in any other maJiner — 
which wlH protect alike the rallrd'ad and 
the shlpxier, and put the big bhJpper and.

But Vm nfraid you're come 
a little out of your way to find him, 
for he left here for Appenzell over 
three weeks a^o, and there he is at 
the present time, for all I know, recov- 
ering from the ciTects of his terrible 
accident, of which 
I, like yourself, 
have heard mention." 


It was somewhat of a disappoint- 
ment to find that I had made a useless 
Journey—useless, at any rate, so far 
as seeing Veber was concerned; and 
there was nothing to be done but 
again to set off on my quest. 
So I 
took the next train for Appenzell. af- 
ter learning as much as I could about 
the man -whom I was going to see. 
The hotel proprietor and a communi- 
cative garcon who had -waited upon 
me at table informed me that Veber 
was a native of Innsbruck, but that 
his parents had died nmny ¿rears ago, 
and that his only living relative, so 
far as known, -was a brotlier, named 
Henri Veber, 
wood-carver and some- 
times gnide, who had likewise left the 
town of his birth for Appenzell. 
Fritz 
Veber was a .fine young 
fellow of 
twenty-nine 
years 
of 
age, 
slightly 
above the average height and strongly 
built. 
He was passionately fond of 
chamois-hunting, on which he spent 
most of the money earned during tho 
Bummer months as a guide. 
As he 
•was unmarried and had no ties, this 
seemed to him to be tlie most legiti- 
mate Avay of spending part of his .earn- 
ings, A more competent gnide, I was 
Informed, never existed. "He Is genial 
and strong," said the innkeeper. 
"He 
Bpeaks German and French with cor- 
rectness, and, in short, is what we 
call n welj-educated man. 
He Is a 
botanist in n small way, and so fond 
of roaming in the mountains that we 
rarely see him here either 
the win- 
ter or In the summer. As a matter of 
fact, Fritz 1« better krîown In the Can- 
ton than in the Tyrol, and that is 
where yon will be able to obtain fuller 
details about him." 


The hotel proprietor was right. 
Ap- 
penxell, with Its picturesque wooden 
houses, had no sooner been reached 
than I heard the entire story of Fritz 
Veber's adventure, though not, alas! 
from his ovm lips, for I found that he 
bad died from the effects of his ter- 
rible experiences over a fortnight be- 
fore my arrival. 
Fortunately I was 
able to obtain the whole of the details 
of hlB accident from the two men avIio 
rescued liim. 
W. Rietmann and A. 
Pauson, and the following, as near as 
possible in liis own words, Is the nar- 
rative of the former. 


A little over a montli ago I received 
a letter from Veber stating that he 
bad done very well last season as a 
guide, and, feeling in a mood for sport. 
Intended coming to see me, though, in 
bis 
usual 
happy-go-lucky 
style, 
he 
could not say exactly when he should 
arrive at Appenzell from Innsbruck. 
About a week later he turned up at 
my place, having crossed the Canton 
of 
Grisons 
on 
foot—his 
customary 
method of traveling even when he was 
In funds, I remember that the exact 
date of his arrival 
was 
March 20. 
Veber, Pauson. and I spent the next 
week in visiting mutual friends In the 
Immediate neighborhood, for, all be 
ing guides by profession, we have 
niany fniends and interests in com^ 
mon. 
On one of our little excursions 
I remember him telling us how It came 
about that he had decided to take a 
holiday, 
lie had received a present of 
four hundred marks from a Bavarian 
Alpinist whose life he had saved in 
tiie Grisons mountains, by jerking him 
out of the way of an avalanche of 
atones wJiich had surprised them when 
ascending 
a 
particularly 
dangerous 
islope. 
Kegarding this as an "extra, 
be thought he would enjoy himself for 
a few weeks by seeing his friends and 
Indulging in 
his 
favorite 
sport of 
chamuis-huntini 
in 
the 
Appenzvl' 


oaountains. 


From several remarks which he made 


duriiig our week's visiting I could see 


that he Avaá longing to be off with his 
gun into the mountains. 
At last he 
broached the subject to us, suggest- 
ing a three days' shooting excursion 
to the Pantis Range, which is supposed 
to be particularly good for chamois. 
Unfortunately, neither of us was able 
to accompany him, 
PauRon expected 
relatives, and as regards myself im- 
portant business, which I could not 
very well postpone, made such a jour- 
ney impo»i*lhle. 
Poor Veber was bit- 
tLM'ly disappointed, but as he was used 
to going about the mountains alone he 
set off without us, promising to be 
back in three days' time at the latest, 
and on his return to remain with us 
for a few more days before going 
back to Innf^bruck. 
*The three days passed by, but Veber 
did not make his appearance. 
I can- 
not say, however, that we were very 
anxious at first, for it was quite likely 
th*t he had been delayed. 
Only on 
the fifth day after his departure did I 
begin to have doubts as to his safety. 
When he did not turn up after a week 
I felt certain that some mishap must 
have come to him, so Pauson and I 
set off on a voyage of discovery. 


Having previously accompanied him 
on similar shooting expeditions, we 
had a very good Idea as to the route 
he 
would 
follow. 
The 
snow-clad 
Santls is the highest mountain in the 
canton, being 8235 feet In height. 
But 
I think Pauson and I can say, with- 
out boasting, that we knew it as in- 
timately as the streets of our native 
village of Appenzell. If Veber had not 
been 
buried 
under 
an 
avalanche, 
-which was unlikely at this time of the 
year, I felt certain that we should find 
iilm. And so we did. On reaching the 
top of one of the peaks of the Santis. 
not without a thousand difilculties, I 
espied his body lying on á narrow 
ledge of rock, at the very edge of a 
precipice which I estimated to be at 
least 600 feet in depth, and which ter- 
minates in a glacier. At that moment 
there Avas no doubt in my mind that 
we should find him dead. 
Judge of 
my astonishment, therefore, when we 
found, after carefully working 
our 
w^ay down the side of the mountain, 
that he was still alive, though evi- 
dently In the last stages of exhiuiption. 


Never have I experienced such a dif- 
ficult task as we then began. 
It is no 
easy matter traveling over a snow-and- 
ice-clad monntain with a living person 
under one's guidance, but 
imairine 
what it Is to transport the dead weight 
of an injured and unconscious man 
over the miles upon miles of frozen 
snoAV. One false step might have re- 
sulted in our meeting a similar fate 
to that of our poor friend. The marvel 
to me is that we ever succeeded in get- 
ting down to the house of a farmer 
named Studer. 
There he Avas put to 
bed and a doctor immediately sum- 
moned to examine him. 


It was found that Vever had sus- 
tained a compound fracture of the 
right leg, that two of his ribs Avere 
broken, and that he was internally in- 
jured. The poor fellow was A^ery near 
his end by the time the doctor arrived, 
and he only once recovered conscious- 
ness before his death. I cannot be cer- 
tain as to whether he recognized me or 
not, but I rather think he did, for the 
few broken sentences which faintly 
passed his lips seemed to be an ex- 
planation of the circumstances of his 
accic^pnt. 


Piecing 
together 
Mn 
word« 
and 
construing them in the light of my 
knowledge of the place where the ac- 
cident occurred, this, in my opinion, 
is Avhat happened. 
Vever climbed the 
mountain from the left side, across the 
ridge, and, sighting his quarry near 
the summit, Avorked his way 
around 
so as to arrive above the animal. 
When he fired, his bullet hit the cha- 
mois In a vital spot, but, instead of 
falling Avhere he could easily reach It, 
the animal dropped some forty feet 
down the ice slope, which is exceed- 
ingly steep. 
Veber then attempted to 
reach It by carefully climbing down 
the slope, but in so doing his foot 
slipped and he fell from about mid- 
way, landing near the dead body of the 
chamois on the very edge of the preci- 
pice. 
To have made his way down 
the right side of the mountain would 
have been quite iJossiblo. though dilti- 
cult, for an able-bodied man, the ledge 
on A\'hich he had landed broadening 
out as it stretches toward the ridge. 
Veber found, hoAvever, that he was too 
seriously Injured by his fall to move 
more than his arms, and there ho was 
obliged to lie, with his legs half hang 
ing over the precipice. He was, in fact, 
in a living toml>-a precipice In front of 
him and an unsurmountable slope be- 
hind him. 
Hope of rescue there was 
jione, unless hl« friends should come 
in search of him and happen to catch 
sight of him—a mere spe^'k against the 


snow—Avhere he lay. 


Pauso» agrees with me In thinking 
tJiat Veber must have sjjent nearly a 
weelc in 
this 
terrible 
predicament. 
What his agony must have been, ow- 
ing^ to his injuries—Avith the broiling 
hot sunshine in the daytime and the 
piercing cold at night—Avill never be 
knoAvn, but we can Avell Imagine his 
sufferings, especially in view of the 
terrible state In Avhich Ave found him. 
Ills water gourd Avas empty and there 
Avas not a crumb of bread in his Aval- 
let; he had evidently sucked pieces of 
ice for refreshment, his lips being 
cracked and frozen. 
His hands and 
face Avere covered Avlth blood, as was 
aUo hU clasp-knife, A*-hich had been 


used to cut the chamois* throat and d ^ 
tach a haunch from Iti body. Judging 
from these facts, there 
little doubt 
that Veber, In the agony of pain and 
hunger, drank the animaTs blood and 
ate its flesh raw. 
He must haA^e re- 
tained consciousness for an unusually 
long time, for he actually recorded his 
impressions—practically the thoughts 
of a dying man—on pieces of paper 
torn 
from his pocket-book. 
There 
were only half a dozen fragments In 
all, but each, Avrittcn at Intervals of, 
say, ten hours or so, tells a Avhole story 
In'ltself. Here are a few of the phrases 
which 
I deciphered 
on the 
blood- 
stained paper: "AVhat a beautiful sun- 
set, but hoAV I am dreading to-night's 
cold!" 
"Am 1 to die here abandoned? 
No; I must shoot myself, for the agony 
is loo groat to bear. Fritz, don't be a 
coward; somebody Is sure to come. 
I 
think I hear footsteps." "Dear Henri, 
shall I see you again?" "My dear little 
chamois, 
good-bye." 
•'Good-bye 
all; 
good-bye Santis." 


The last phrase was his final mes- 
sage, and. still tliinking of his beloved 
mountains and of his brother Henri, 
he lost consciousness. That Is how we 
found him, as I have already told you; 
his gun on one side, the body of the 
chamois on the other, and his feet 
dangling over the edge of that 
aAvful 
precipice. 
Notliiug more remains to 
be said, except to let you read the 
sheets, all crumpled and blood stained, 
Avhich bear his dying words. 
But I 
shouldn't care to let them out of my 
possession for long, for. as you may 
A\'ell imagine. I regard those scraps of 
paper—the only thing which our dear 
friend left us—as the most precious 
things in the Avorld.—The'^Wide World 
Magazine.

OILS FOR CLOCKS. 


SpecUl tubrlcaiita NecoBiary For Snch 
jjelicato Macblncrj'. 


Special care must be exercised in the 
choice of lubricants for ciocks. In or- 
der to aA'oid any corrosive action and 
all danger of freezing. 
Replying to 
inquiries from a subscriber, The Jewel- 
ers' Circular Weekly refers to another 
objectionable feature of certain fish 
oils Avhich have given 
satisfaction. 
The oil of the porpoise or blackfish 
jaybone is superior, and has 
been 
tested often Avith general 
approval. 
But it has never been adapted to com- 
mon use on account of its most offen- 
sive odor, Avhich will cling to a clock 
or Avatch for several years. 
Fish oil 
of other varieties has this drawback. 
In addition, fish oil is said to be vola- 
tile. but thii is not so. 


When the skeleton of the fish, minus 
its blubber, and AA^ith its head only, 
has been hanging in the hot sun for 
days and the oil alloAved to ooze out 
slowly, all volatile parts of the oil 
would naturally be neutralized. 
The 
oil thus collected is said to remain 
fluid and clear in contact with metal 
after ten years, but It avIH retain much 
of its smell. 
Chronometer 
makers 
often prepare oil for their OAvn use by 
mixing 
porpoise, 
sperm, 
olive 
and 
neatsmoot and a small quantity of 
mineral oil. 
Porpoise and sperm oil 
remain fluid in a very low tempera- 
ture. After mixing their oils, they are 
in the habit of keeping them In an 
open bottle, exposed to the sun, till 
all foreign and coloring substances 
fall to the bottom, when 
filtering 
through a mixture of charcoal dust 
and animal charcoal will finish the 
process. 
It Is said that such oil will 
neither become gummy nor attack or 
oxidize any metal.

mate way of spending part of his .earn­ 
ings. A more competent guide, I was 
Informed, never existed.

As a matter of 
fact, Prit* is better kriown In the Can­ 
ton than In the T.vrol, and that is 
where you will be able to obtain fuller 
details about him.” 
The hotel proprietor was right. Ap- 
pencell, with Its picturesqtie wooden 
bouses, bad no sooner been reached 
than I beard the entire story of Fritz 
Veber’s adventure, though not, alas! 
from his owt i lips, for I found that he 
bad died from the effects of his ter­ 
rible experiences over a fortnight be­ 
fore my arrival. 
Fortunately I was 
able to obtain the whole of the details 
of hlB accident from the two men who 
rescued him. 
W. Rletmann and A. 
Pauson, and tho following, as near as 
possible In liis own w’ords, Is the nar­ 
rative of the former. 
A little over a niontli ago I received 
ft letter from Veber stating that he 
bad done very well last season as a 
guide, and, feeling In a mood for sport, 
intended coming to see me, though.

Veber, Pauson, and I spent the next 
week in visiting mutual friends in the 
Immediate noighboriiood, for, all be­ 
ing guides b.v profession, we have 
many foiends and interests in com­ 
mon, On one of our little excursions 
I remember him telling us how It came 
about that he had decided to take a 
holiday. He had received a present of 
four hundred marks from a Bavarian 
Alpinist whose life he had saved in 
tlie (irisons mountains, by jerking him 
out of the way of an avalanche of 
atones which had surprised them when 
ascending a particularly 
dangerous 
slope, 
Itegarding this as an "extra,” 
lie thought he would enjoy himself for 
a few weeks by seeing his friends and 
indulging in liis favorite sport of 
cbaDJolS'huntini 
In 
the 
Appenzeli 
OQOuntains. 
From several remarks which h« made 
durlug our week’s visitiiig 1 could see 


that he Avas longing to be off with his 
gun into the mountains. 
At last he 
broached the subject to us, suggest­ 
ing a three days* shooting excursion 
to the Pantls Range, which is supposed 
to be particularly good for chamois. 
Unfortunately, neither of us was able 
to accompany him. 
Pauson expected 
relatives, and as regards myself Im- 


used to cut the chamois' throat and 
tach a haunch from its body. Judging 
from these facts, there Is little doubt 
that Veber, In the agony of pain and 
hunger, drank the animal’s blood and 
ate its flesh raw.

«The three days passed by, but Veber 
did not tnake his appearance. 
I can­ 
not say, however, that we were very 
anxious at first, for It was quite llkel,v 
th tt be had been delayed. 
Only on 
the fifth day after his departure did I 
begin to have doubts as to his safety. 
When he did not turn up after a week 
I felt certain that some mishap must 
have come to him, so Pauson and 1 
set off on a voyage of discovery. 
Having previously accompanied him 
on similar shooting expeditions, w’e 
had a very good Idea as to the route 
he 
would 
follow. 
The 
snow-clad 
Santis is the highest mountain in the 
canton, being 8235 feet In height. But 
I think Pauson and I can say, with­ 
out boasting, that we knew it as in­ 
timately as the streets of our native 
village of Appenzeli. If Veber had not 
been 
burled 
under 
an 
avalanche, 
which was unlikely at this time of the 
year, I felt certain that we should find 
him. And so we did. On reaching the 
top of one of the peaks of the Santis, 
not without a thousand diiDculties, I 
espied his body lying on a .narrow 
ledge of rock, at the very edge of a 
precipice which I estimated to be at 
least 600 feet in depth, and A vhlch ter­ 
minates in a glacier. At that moment 
there was no doubt in my mind that 
we should find him dead. 
.Judge of 
my astonishment, therefore, when we 
found, after carefully working our 
way down the side of the mountain, 
that he was still alive, though evi­ 
dently In the last stages of exhau.«tion. 
Never have I experienced such a dif­ 
ficult task as we then began. It Is no 
easy matter traveling over a snow-and- 
ice-clad mouutain with a living person 
under one’s guidance, but Imairine 
what it Is to transport the dead weight 
of an injured and unconscious man 
over tho miles upon miles of frozen 
snoAV. One false step might have re­ 
sulted In our meeting a similar fate 
to that of our poor friend. The marvel 
to me Is that Ave ever succeeded in get­ 
ting down to the house of a farmer 
named Studer. 
There he Avas put to 
bed and a doctor Immediately sum­ 
moned to examine lilm. 
It Avas found that Vever had sus­ 
tained a compound fracture of the 
right leg, that two of his ribs Avere 
broken, and that he was internally In­ 
jured. The poor fellow was A'ery near 
ills end by the time the doctor arrlA^ed, 
and he only once recovered conscious­ 
ness before his death. I cannot be cer­ 
tain as to whether he recognized me or 
not, but I rather think be did, for the 
few liroken sentences which faintly 
passed Ills lips seemed to be an ex­ 
planation of the circumstances of his 
ao<*i(%*nt. 
Piecing together bis 
word« 
a n d 
construing them in the light of my 
knowledge of the place where the ac­ 
cident occurred, this, in my opinion, 
is A v h a t happened. Vever climbed the 
mountain from the left side, across tlie 
vldge, and, sighting bis quarry near 
the summit, Avorked his way around 
so as to arrive alMJve the animal. 
When he fired, bis bullet hit the cha­ 
mois in a vital spot, but. Instead of 
falling Avhere he could easily reach it, 
the animal dropped some forty feet 
down tho Ice slope, which Is exceed­ 
ingly steep. Veber then attempted to 
reach it by carefully climbing dOAvn 
the slope, but in so doing his foot 
slipped and he fell from about mid- 
wa.v, landing near the dead body of the 
chamois on the very edge of the preci­ 
pice. 
To have made his way down 
the right side of the mountain would 
have been quite iJossible. though dllH- 
cult, for an able-bodied man, the ledge 
on which be bad landed broadening 
out as it stretches toward the ridge. 
Veber found, hoAvever, that be was too 
seriously Injuretl by his fall to move 
more than his arms, and there ho was 
obliged to lie, w'ltb bis legs half bang­ 
ing over the precipice. He was, in fact, 
In a living tomb—a precipice In front of 
him and an unsurmountable slope be­ 
hind him. Hope of rescue there was 
none, unless bis friends should come 
in search of him and happen to catch 
sight of him—a niere speck against the 
snow—where he lay. 
Pauson Agrees with me In thinking 
tJiat Vober must have spent nearly a 
week In this terrible predicament. 
What his agony must have been, ow- 
iuif to his injuries—Avith the broiling 
hot sunshine in the daytime and the 
piercing cold at night—will never be 
knoAvn, but we can Avell imagine his 
sufferings, especially In vIeAV of the 
terrible state in Avhich Ave found him. 
Uls water gourd Avas empty and there 
Avas not a crumb of bread In his Aval- 
let; he bad evidently sucked pieces of 
ice for refreshment, his lips being 
cracked and fimen. 
His bauds and 
face Avere covered Avlth blood, as was 
also bis clasp-knife, M'bicb bad been 


which I deciphered on the blood­ 
stained paper: “What a beautiful sun* 
set, but how I am dreading to-night's 
cold!” “Am I to die here abandoned? 
No; I must shoot myself, for the agony 
is too great to bear. Fritz, don’t be a 
coward; somebody Is sure to come. I 
think I bear footsteps.” “Dear Henri, 
shall I see you again?” “My dear little 
chamois, good-bye.” “Good-bye all; 
good-bye Santis.” 
The last phrase was his final mes­ 
sage, and, still tlilnklng of his beloved 
mountains and of his brother Henri, 
he lost consciousness. That Is hoAV we 
fotmd him, as I have already told you; 
his gun on one side, the body of the 
chamois on the other, and his feet 
dangling oA’er the edge of that aAvful 
precipice. 
Notlilng more remains to 
be said, except to let you read the 
sheets, all crumpled and blood stained, 
Avblcb bear his dying words. 
But I 
shouldn’t care to let them out of my 
possession for long, for, as you may 
well Imagine, I regard those scraps of 
paper—the only thing which our dear 
friend left us—as the most precious 
things In the AA’orld.—The'Wide World 
Magazine.

Replying to 
inquiries from a subscriber, The Jewel­ 
ers’ Circular Weekly refers to another 
objectionable feature of certain fish 
oils which have given satisfaction. 
The oil of the porpoise or blackiish 
jaybone is superior, and has been 
tested often with general approval. 
But it has never been adapted to com­ 
mon use on account of its most oifen- 
sive odor, -which will cling to a clock 
or watch for several years. 
Fish oil 
of other varieties has this drawback. 
In addition, fish oil is said to be vola­ 
tile. but thi.< is not so, 
Wlien the skeleton of the fish, minus 
its blubber, and with its head only, 
lias been banging in the hot sun for 
da^^s and the oil allowed to ooze out 
slowly^ ail volatile parts of the oil 
would naturally be neutralized. 
The 
oil thus collected is said to remain 
fluid and clear in contact WMth metal 
after ten years, but it Avill retain much 
of its smell. 
Chronometer makers 
often prepare oil for their own use by 
mixing porpoise, 
sperm, olive and 
neatsmoot and a small quantity of 
mineral oil. 
Porpoise and sperm oil 
remain fluid In a very low tempera­ 
ture. After mixing their oils, they are 
in the habit of keeping them in an 
open bottle, exposed to the sun, till 
all foreign and coloring substances 
fall to the bottom, when filtering 
through a mixture of charcoal dust 
and animal charcoal will finish the 
process. It Is said that such oil will 
neither become gummy nor attack or 
oxidize any metal.

"It was my privilege to be on terms 
of good fellowship for several months 
with this daredevil soldier of fortune, 
and I gathered sufficient informal ioa 
-concerning his remarkable career in 
the turbulent Central American repub- 
lics to satisfy me that he has not had 
a surfeit of the commonplace. 
Very 
little of this information was obtain- 
able from him, for. like many men of 
his peculiar type, he was not given to 
talking about his own deeds. 


"Jeffries Is a New Yorker by birth. 
« graduate of West Point, and a nat- 
ural born 
fighter. 
He is an athletic 
blonde, about five feet nine inches in 
height, of calm and quiet tempera- 
ment. 


"In his seventeen years in Central 
lAmerlca he has been a prominent fac- 
tor in every important revolution in 
Guatemala, Salvador. Honduras and 
the United States of Colombia, load- 
ing the forces of the Government or 
the revolutionists with equal courniro. 
and usually with success. 
It cannot 
be said that his rewards were ever 
•commensurate with his works, 
the 
adage, 
'Republics 
are 
ungrateful.' 
proving true in his case. 


"Jeffries was the general in charge 
of 
the 
forces that 
fought 
Guate- 
mala 
under 
the 
first 
Barrios, 
a 
tyrant and despot. Several of the bat- 
ties which be directed were marked 
by deeds of heroism, and were full of 
«laughter. 


"In those fights, as in all others, Jef- 
fries led his forces, a custom which, 
perhaps, it is unnecessary to remark, 
Is uncommon in those countries, where 
'marksmanship is not a strong point, 
and where the machete has a more 
prominent place in battle than the 
musket. 
You see, your average Con 
tral American, being afraid of his gun, 
•huts his eyes as he pulls the trigger, 
and the commander in front stands a 
good chance of being perforated in tbe 
back. 


"Jeffries fell out with Barrios, and 
rwM exiled and a price set upon his 
head. He fled to Guatemala with Gen. 
P. P. Brannon, a redoubtable Pennpyl- 
yaniavflffhter. 


"Both were welcomed by Don Luis 
Bograu, known as the Diaz of Central 
America, 
then 
President. 
They 
planned the ambuscade which resulted 
la the slaughter of nearly 400 Guate 
malan invaders. 


"Under President Bograu's adminis 
tration Americans were strictly in it 
Concessions were granted 
them 
for 
nearly everything they 
asked, 
and 
peace prevailed throughout the land. 


"An American named 
Cecil 
was 
made administrator of the telegraph 
lines-'; a Virginian 
built 
the 
water 
works and a wagon^. road to the Pa- 
cific coast; a Louisianian was chief of 
police, and Major Burke, once State 
Treasurer of Louisiana, managed the 
mineral resources. 


"Among the Americans who flocked 
to the capital at Tegucigalpa was a 
New Yorker named Palmer, a polished 
gentleman and the possessor of a mag- 
nificent baritone voice. 
Palmer and 
Jeffrie» became chummy at once, and 
for months were inseparable. 
Both 
were in demand at social functions. 
Jeffries being a fine tenor singer and 
passionately fond of music. 


"Tlieir popularity aroused the Jeal- 
ousy and envy of Cecil, who, while 
carefully avoiding Jeffries, constantly 
sought a quarrel with Palmer. On the 
night of a Presidential 
ball,

ABOUT LAMPS.

they are put In a pan of cold water 
and allowed to heat gradually until 
the water Is cold again.

Brown spots may be re- 
moved by rubbing them witli coarse 
salt.

After Folger, many other Ameri- 
can and British shipmasters suulied 
the lightning rod question, with the 
final result that thousands of experi- 
ments with masts fitted with lightning 
rods adduced the belief that they are 
of no value In warding otY lightning. 


As a matter of fact, abundant evi- 
dence exists in the achives of Ameri- 
can. British and L^rench sciontitic so- 
cieties that thousands of ships pro- 
vided with lightning rods were struck 
by lightning. 
Time was when naval 
and army magazines wore fitted with 
lightning rods. 
That practice ended 
years ago. It is only among believers 
in divining rods and fortune tellers 
that confidence in lightning rods exists. 
—American Syren and Shipping.

Don’t crumple up your dish towels. 
Rinse and hang them in the sun.

Don’t black a stove w^hile It Is hot. 
It takes more blacking and less polish. 
Don’t put damp towels and napkins 
In the hamper. Dry them first or they 
will mildew.

Urge Wfcck Near Faitfitld. 


Fairfield, Pa^, Jan. 28.—This niominf 
as freight train No. 112 on the Western 
Maryland railroad, was on its way from 
Highfield to Gettysburg, it came near end 
ing its existence on the road near Jack's 
Mountain about 6 o'clo«* by the rails 
spreading and a wheel breaking causing 
the three rear freight cars and cAboose to 
take a tumble down the mountain side. 
No one was killed. Had it not been for 
the reduced speed at which the train was 
running at the time of the accident the 
crew would not be living to tell how it 
occurred. 


Where the wreck occurred there is a 
steep grade and also a sharp curw; it is 
a miracle that a more serious accident did 
not occur causing the loss of life. The 
train was made up of eight cars, all loaded 
with freight from points west, to be left 
along the line from Gettysburg to Balti- 
more. The train was probably running 
about 10 miles an hour when the accident 
occurred. The first notice that the engi 
neer knew of what had happened was 
when the train gave a lurch, caused by 
the rear cars going over," and the other 
cars bouncing along on the ties. He im- 
mediately applied the air brakes thereby 
preventing the engine from being thrown 
down the side of the mountain. 


Conductor Hann and flagman George 
Bj'crly were the onlv persons injured. 
Conductor Hann receiving injuries to his 
arm, head and shoulder, Flagman Byerly 
was very badly bruised about his head, 
shoulders and body, he was picked up for 
dead and carried to Fairfield nearly two 
miles away, for medical treatment. The 
engineer, fireman and brakemea got away 
badly scared. 


Narrow Escape From 


Terrible Death. 


Mrs. F. M, Fox, of Getiysburg, form- 
erly of Bonneaville, had a narrow escape 
from burning to death recently. Mrs.

Then, like many others have done, 
she poured coal oil on the fire and in do- 
ing so spilled some, as soon as the oil 
struck the fire it burst out in a flame ig- 
niting the oil she had spilled, and also 
her clothing which were soon a mass of 
flames.

Where the wreck occurred there is a 
steep grade and also a sharp curw ; it is 
a miracle that a more serious accident did 
not occur causing the loss of life. The 
train was made up of eight cars, all loaded 
with freight from points west, to be left 
along the line from Gettysburg to Balti­ 
more, The train was probably running 
about 1 0 miles an hour when the accident 
occurred. The first notice that the engi 
neer knew of what had happened was 
when the train gave a lurch, caused by 
the rear cars going over,’ and the other 
cars bouncing along on the ties. He im­ 
mediately applied the air brakes thereby 
preventing the engine from being thrown 
clown the side of the mountain. 
Conductor Hann and fiagman George 
Bj^rly were the onlv persons injured. 
Conductor Hann receiving injuries to his 
arm, head and shoulder, Flagman Byerly 
was very badly bruised about his head, 
shoulders and body, he was picked up for 
dead and carried to Fairfield nearly two 
miles away, for medical treatment. The 
engineer, fireman and brakemea got away 
badly scared. 


Narrow Escape From 
Terrible Death. 
Mrs. F. M, Pox, of Getiysburg, form­ 
erly of Bonneaville, had a narrow escape 
from burning to death recently, Mrs. 
Fox went to sec after the fire in the cook 
stove in the kitchen and found it very 
low. Then, like many others have done, 
she poured coal oil on the fire and in do­ 
ing so spilled some, as soon as the oil 
struck the fire it burst out in a flame ig­ 
niting the oil she had spilled, and also 
her clothing which were soon a mass of 
flames. The fire was making rapid pro­ 
gress in burning her body about the low­ 
er limbs and waist and her hair was al­ 
most all burned from her head* While 
the flames were leaping high Mrs. Fox 
ran out on the back porch and called for 
assistance* 
Allen Plank, a neighbor, 
luckily grasped the situation, and in a 
short time bad extinguished the fir)». His 
timely arrival and her calling for help 
at the time she did, saved herself from 
meeting a horrible death.

WSnter^s Severest Storm. 
The storm of last week which w'as rag­ 
ing at the time we went to press, turned 
out to be the worst blizzard for ten years 
in this section. Siibw began falling Mon­ 
day night and continued until late Wed­ 
nesday night. Wednesday morning a high 
wind set in and by noon turned to a reg­ 
ular Northeastern blizzard. Railroad traf­ 
fic and the mail service were badly inter­ 
fered with on account of the heavy drift« 
ing snow. The train due here on the W. 
M. railroad Wednesday evening did not 
arrive till Thursday noon drawn by three 
engines with snow plow in front. Snow 
plow with three engines attached made 
several round trips in efforts to keep the 
tracks clear.

Gettysburg, Pa., Jan. 29.—^The case of 
Wagner vs. Spangler, in the Common 
Pleas Court of Adams county, was halted 
Saturday through the inability of the 
main witness of the defense to testify by 
reason of a sudden attack of throat paraly­ 
sis. 
Spangler's attorneys, after opening the 
defense, called David Gulden, whose tes­ 
timony is the mainstay of their defense, 
but when he took the stand and was in­ 
terrogated he said nothing, although his 
lips moved and it was evident that he was 
trying to speak. Taking pa]>er and pen­ 
cil from his pocket Gulden wrote: 
*'l can not talk.” The man waa taken 
from the court room and examined by 
Dr. F. C. Wolf, of £ast Berlin, who re­ 
turned and told the court that Gulden bad 
been stricken with paralysis of the throat. 
The attorneys objected to taking Gulden’s 
written teetimony and as he ia the most 
important witness in the suit the case waa 
continued until next term in the hupe 
tliat he will recover hia speech. 
Mr. Gulden is formerly of this place, a 
son of Mr. John Gulden, and resides at 
East Berlin. We liave not since learned 
whether Mr. Gulden regained his speech.
